Document 1 discloses a configuration in which the phase difference between a 
current waveform and voltage waveform of a high-frequency current outputted from an 
inverter unit is automatically canceled. 

Document 2 discloses a configuration in which no phase difference is present even 
when an electric current is supplied from a plurality of high-frequency power sources into a 
power feed line. 

Document 3 discloses that carrier signals of a plurality of inverter control units 
connected in parallel are synchronized. 

Document 4 discloses that the balance of the output currents between units is taken 
when inverter units are operated in paidllel. 



However, documents 1-4 neither disclose nor suggest measuring the output current to 
the induction line and power consumption, finding the phase diflerence between the output 
current and a rectangular signal, and advancing or delaying the rectangular signal according 
to this phase difference, which are a configuration of claims 1-7 of the present application. 

Therefore, the inventions of claims 1-7 of the present appfication appear to possess 
novelty and involve an inventive step. Furthermore, they obviously possess industrial utility. 
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
